—According to the figures returned by district officers the 
total area under the winter rice crop is 15,187,000 acres, as compared with 
15,319,500 and 15,313,800 acreg in the corresponding and final forecasts of 
last year. The decrease is to be attributed chiefly to want of rain at sowing 
time in the western districts. : 
‘ .—From the summary of the district returns appended it will be . 
seen that six districts expect a normal Crop, seventeen districts report a crop 
between 73 and 99 and the remaining four districts return between 48 and 
70 per cent. of the normal. According to the above estimates, the provincial 
outturn works out to 88 per cent. as against 83 and 87 per cent. of the normal 
respectively in the first and final forecasts of last year. : ,
